But faithful servants 
who stood by ther posts, kept the spark 
alive, and now it glows brighter and 
brighter, and, if we mistake not, will soon 
burst into a flame that shall greatly en- 
lighten the village of Flora. To-morrow 
we go to fill our appointment at Oakvilte, 
and on next Tuesday we expect to com- 
mence battling with í^atan's, hosts at Mt. 
Pleasant. And, as these hosts are legion, 
we ask the prayers of all God's people, 
that the cause of Cbrist may triutnph.

Their only 
income is from their daily labor out of 
which they niust live and pay their rents — 
at least most of them — and yet they are 
willing to try to raise about two-hundred 
and fifly dollars per year to pay for their 
church building, if they can only get 
preaching. 

They are suffering also from iniproper 
organízation which results in a lack of 
discipline. This is pre> ing on the spirit- 
ual strenglh of the church. ' 

With these diffi cul ties properly raan- 
aged, the outlook is certainly very bright 
for a strong Brethren church in Marion.
